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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because lines 1-2, 7, and 10 contain the legal 
phrase "comprising". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-9, 1 1-16, 19-25, 27-33, 36-45, and 47-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over McDonald (US5461216) in view of Jackson et al (US6100513). 

McDonald discloses a single ply paper/article and method for forming comprising a paper 
substrate having a first (22) and second (20) surface, a web of refined fibers having a freeness 
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value greater than 100 cm3 or between 100-400 cm3 (column 6, line 36), a weight of between 
20-45 lbs/3000 ft.2 (column 6, lines 38-39) or about 38 lbs (column 6, line 40), grease protectors 
(42a-d, 44a-b), a susceptor patch (30) adhered to the second surface (Figure 6), web of bleached 
fibers from chemical pulped wood of one of coniferous or deciduous trees, softwood or 
hardwood (column 6, lines 24-43), the paper product is a bag containing popcorn and oil (Figure 
1; 18; column 5, lines 64-66), and a film (42a-d, 44a-b) over discrete areas (column 7, lines 8- 
1 1). McDonald does not disclose a grease protector such as a fluorochemical, a starch based 
film, and a turpentine test for longer than 180 minutes. Jackson et al discloses a fluorochemical 
(column 21, lines 1-7), a starch based film (column 14, lines 37-41; column 14, lines 53-63), and 
a turpentine test for longer than 180 minutes (column 15, lines 1 1-30). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have included the 
fluorochemical, starch based film, and turpentine test of Jackson et al in the apparatus/method of 
McDonald because, a fluorochemical, a starch based film and a turpentine test prevents the 
single ply paper from leaking grease more efficiently. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 10, 17-18, 26, 34-35, 46, and 51-52 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
